Liberia, in Africa, has neither clock 
nor timepiece of any sort. The reckoning 
of time is made entirely by the move- 
ment and position of the sun, which 
rises at 6a. m.. and sets at 6 p. m., 
almost to the minute, the year round, 
and at noon is vertically overhead. The 


islanders of the South Pacific have no 
clocks, but makea curious time-marker 
of their own. They take the kernels 
from the nuts of the candle-tree and 
wash and string them on to the rib 
of a palm leaf. The first, or top, ker- 
ne! is then lighted. All of the ker- 
nels are of the same size and sub- 
stance, and each will burn a certain 
number of minutes and then set fire to 
the next one below. The natives tie 
pieces of black cloth at regular inter- 
vals along the string to mark the div- 
isions of time. Among the natives of 
Singar, in the Malay Archipelago, an- 
other peculiar device is used. Two bot- 
tles are placed neck and neck and sand 
is put in one of them, which pours it- 
self into the other one every half-hour, 
when the bottles are reversed.

The’ imsulation of a cold storage 
building should make it as nearly air- 
tight as practicable. A cold storage 
room should not be larger than is ac- 
tually necessary. 


AN INSULATING MATERIAL 


1S any substance which prevents or al- 
most wholly prevents the passage 
through itself of the form of energy 
known as heat. Different substances 
conduct heat more or less rapidly and 
are spoken of as being good conductors 
or poor conductors of heat. Whatever 
8 @ gocd conductor of heat would be 
@ very poor insulating material; and a 
substance 1g a good insulating mater- 
ial in proportion as it is a poor conduc- 
tor, or non-conductor, of heat. 

For the insulation of a cold storage 
building the requirements are that the 
interior of the room or rooms where 
the products are to be stored shall be 
separated from the ground and from 
the ordinary atmosphere by efficient 
insulating substances. Among these are 
wood, paper, and still air, such as air 
confined in hollow spaces formed by 
lumber and paper, or by some other in- 
sulating materials, such as mineral 
wool, dry sawdust, or dry wood shav- 
ings. df the sawdust or other ma- 
terial becomes saturated with water it 
loses its insulating qualities and be- 
comes practically a heat-conducting 
material, like a body of water. 

Air in circulation is practically al- 
ways conveying heat or cold, and is 
one of the best distributors or carriers 
of heat or cold. But it is slow 
convey heat, except by its own mo- 
tion, and thus it becomes an insulator 
which offers the greatest obstruction 
to the transference of heat through it- 
self, when it has not freedom to circu- 
late. 

The insulating efficiency of hollow 
Spaces in the walls depends upon 

THE CLOSENESS 
of their construction. If tbe air in 
them can circulate, to that ey *nt their 
insulating quality is lessened. 10 pre- 
vent the circulation of air every 
caution should be taken in putting on 
the building paper to make the places

If put in carefully, mineral woo) will 
hold the air in confinement and pre- 
vent it from getting in or getting out. 

If the spaces in the wall could be fil!- 
ed from bottom to top with mineral 
wool, the insulation would be all the 
more therough: but that would add 
unnecessarily to the cost of the build- 
ing. Mineral woo! is vermin-proof. If 
sawdust should he used in its stead, the 
insulating quality of the sawdust would 
be satisfactory, but sawdust is apt, af- 
‘ter a few vears, to become musty, and 
to give off smells which would taint 
butter. It also becomes a harhor and 
nesting place for mice and rats. Min- 
eral wooi can be hought for about fif- 
teen dollars per ton in large quantities: 
it may enst more when bought in sma!! 
A hundred pounds of ir 
will pack from forty to forty-five lin- 
eal feet of wall, six inches deep in the 


‘hollow space, six inches wide hetween 


the studs. The cheap quality of min- 
eral woo! ig suitable for thie parpose. 
and wherever practicable it is of ad- 
Vantage to have six inches of it at the 
bottem;n of every hollow space to pre- 
vent any air from getting in or out. 


The layers of paper and the hollow’! 


spaces in the sides of the wall should 
in every case be continued around in 
the ceiling without interruption. If 
the walls be finished up past the ceiling 
and then the ceiling be brought against 
them, touching on!v the inside of them.

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CURRENT NOTES. 

The great powers have in Crete an 
excellent abject lesson in the probable 
working of the reforms which they 
have submitted to the Sultan, and 
whicb he wil! mp doubt accept. The re- 
form scheme for the island adopted 
last autumm by the powers and sanc- 
tioned by the Porte, included all the 
eesential demands of the Cretan Chris- 
tians, and all the requisites for good 
g@overmment, and ahould have worked 
tatisfactorily if bonestly carried out 
on both sides. Apparently it was to 
be thus carried out by the Porte, a 
Christian governor in the person of 
Georgi Pasha, a Roman Catholic Alba- 
nian, reported to be honest, able and 
experienced, being appointed by the 
Sultan, with the approval of the pow- 
ers, and formally installed. The nu- 
cleus of the local gendarmerie, to take 
the place of the Turkisk garrison. 
which was to be reduced to 2,000 men, 
was created with an English officer 
at ite head, who, with the aid of Ital- 
ian subordinates and Montenegrin gen- 
darmes, was when the outbreak occur- 
red, perfecting ita organization. A 
representative National Assembly was 
Given legislative powers, with control 
over half the revenues, and the right 
of censuring the conduct of officials, 
and the judiciary and civil service were 
amenable only to the governor and as- 
sembly. The largest liberty compati- 
ble with order and safety was given 
to municipalities, and the fear of op- 
pressive regular taxation removed by 
the acceptance by the Sultan of a 
fixed annual payment, the reform as 
a whole being thus far more exten- 
sive than the Sultan can possibly grant 
in his Asiatic damains. Their direct 
tendency, was, in fact, to convert the 
nominal autonomy granted into a real 
autonomy, save in name, and it was 
hoped that it would do so, for if the 
experiment succeeded in Crete, it might 
elsewhere, and ao solve one of the 
most diffioult phases of the Eastern 
question. 


But the scheme was paralyzed be- 
cause the Turkish military commander 
in the island ignored, evidently under 
orders, the authority of the Christian 
governor; because the Moslem popula- 
tion opposed the organization of the 
gendarmerie, and would certainly have 
sided with the troops against it; and 
because the National Assembly could 
in the presence of an armed Mussulman 
mob do nothing even if it met. The 
result of the attempted application of 
the scheme was to set the island ablaze 
from ony end to the other; the ris- 
ing teing precipitated, it is believed, 
by the Sultan himself, who wished to 
give the powers an object lesson in the 
for 


absurdity of decreeing reforms 
Christians before they have been re- 
duced to “order” by the Mussulmnan 


soldiery. What he has done in Crete 
be can do elsewhere under any system 
of reforms he will grant, for so long 
as the troops and the Moslem mob obey 
him, reform will not keep him from 
killing his Christian subjects, and 80 
long as killing continues, there will 
be disorder in Turkey and danger to 
Europe. The fact is that reform in 
Turkey to be effective must begin with 
deposition of the Sultan, not with 
paper schemes submitted for hie ac- 
ceptanre. 


GLADSTONE 


Seana 


Will Refuse a Title, Preferring to Remain 
a Commoner. 


Mr. Gladstone, having been sounded 
as to whether he would be willing to 
accept a peerage from the crown, -in 
honor of the diamond celebration of Her 
Majesty, has replied to the negative, 
declaring that he prefers to remain a 
commoner to the end of hie life, and 
to be known until the day of his death 
by the name under which he has serv- 
ed his country for more than 60 years. 


He was already in Parliament and a 
minor member of the Government prior 
to the accession of Queen Victoria to the 
throne. 

At the same time he has intimated 
that he would have no objection if the 
Queen were to coanferan Earidom upon 
his grandson, the eldest boy of his own 
eidest son, who died six years ago. This 
grandeon of the grand old man is now 
a twelve-year-old lad, bears the name 
of William, and is preparing for Eton. 
He is destined on his rand-father’s 
death to imherit the whole of the Ha- 
warden property, which, with its valu- 
able collieries, clay pits, &c., now yields 
an income of $80,000 a year—that is to 
tay, quite sufficient to keep up a peer- 
age. He has asked that the latter may 
take the form of an earldom of Liver- 
pool, in view of the latter baving been 
the city of hie birth, as well as the home 
of his familly for many generations. 

Hawarden Castie came to Mr. Glad- 
stone through hia marri It is the 
ancestrai country seat of the ancient 
family of Glynne, and when Mrs. Glad-

A POWERFUL LIGHT. 

A mew eignalling light of extraor- 
dinary power has been invented by Col.

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HINTS OF SPRING. 


Everyone who loves the spring is 
now beginning to look anxiously for- 
ward to its coming. As yet nothing 
Green has made its appearance, but 
many a flower lover can have a tiny 
bit of spring in her window garden 
long before the woods begin to don 
their brighter hues. As early as 
March the blossoms will burst forth 
on branches of plum, apple, cherry, 
peach, pear and lilac if given plenty 
of water in a warn, sunny window. 
Any time during this month, when 
smajl branches of these trees can be 
easily obtained, they should be put in- 
to jars always kept full of water. A 
window where the sun shines in all] day 
18 best, and the room needs to be kept 
warm. The buds will soon start, and 
sometimes in less than two weeks there 
will be dainty blossoms filling the room 
with fragranre. They are of course not 
as large as if grown out of doors, but 
they are sweet and pretty just the 
same. 

A pretty bit cf green seen recently 
was 8 sponge filled with a mass of 
seeds, all of which bad sprouted and 


almost concealed it. A pretty low 
bowl was filled with water and a 
large sponge was placed in i. 
sponge absorbed the water, and ev- 
ery day it was neceasary to fill in 
more water im order to keep it thor- 
oughly moist. A couple of handfuls of 
mixed bird seed had teen scatiered over 
and pressed into the sponge, which was 
then set in a warm sunny window. In 
a very short time the sponge was one 
pale green maas, very pretty to look 
upon and reminding one very much of 
the balmy epri days soon to come. 

Ferns and violets may be brought 
from the woods at this season if one 
knows where to look for them. They 
may be chopped out of the ground with 
considerable of the dirt in which they 
grew. If planted in boxes and left in 
a cool room until the earth is thawed 
out, crf will reward one with their 
beautiful green and blossoms very soon 
after having warmth and sunlight. The 
best way, however, to have these in 
perfection is to plant some in a box 
1p the fall and sink it into the earth. 
Then in the spring the whole box may 
be lifted out and taken to the house 
without further trouble. Many of the 
pretty little wild flowers will bloom 
much earlier for one in a window gar- 
den if brought in now, and some of 
them improve in size and beauty by 
such treatment. 
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A WORD ABOUT STARCHING. 


Flour starch can be used for coarse 
clothes and laundry starch for fine 
ones; but, all things considered, laun- 
dry etarch ic better for all clothes, 
not to mention its being the most 
economica!. Flour starch turns sour 
very quickly if the clothes are left 
rolled up for any length of time be- 
fore ironing, and this will cause them 
to turn yellow; and when thie occurs 
the only remedy we know of is to put 
the clothes in the wash again. since 
meither airing nor perfume will ren- 
der them tolerable. 

Perhaps the best way to prepara 
laundry starch is to stir the neces- 
sary quantity of it in cold water un- 
til it is quite dissolved. Next add boil- 
ing water and stir incessantly until 
the obaque white of the mixture be- 
comes semi-transparent, and the starch 
is almost ae thick as jelly. Nearly ev- 
ery laundress has a way of her own 
for making starch, and is tenacious 
of her opinfon as to what will make 
it iron without eticking. Wax, sper- 
maceti, a bit of tallow candle, salt, 
soap, lard, and many other things of a 
similar nature are recommended, each 
of which has its own advantage, but 
the most simple, effectual and inex- 
pensive addition to starch is kerosene, 
a dessertspounful of whieh, if stirred 
in two quarts of starch directly after 
the boiling water is added, will prevent 
sticking. and be conducive to an ele- 
gant finish : : 

The gloss which distinguishes profes- 
sional laundry work is obtained = by 
various processes, most notable of 
which consists in coating the article 
repeatedly with thick boiling starch, 
ironing it as tong as the material will 
absorb it, and then polishing with irons 
made particularly for the purpose. Now 
there is nothing to hinder the general 
housewife from treating collars, cuffs 
antl shirt fronts in this way, for other 
garments usually require but little 
starch. and as to table and hed linen, 
it only needs just enough to make 
it amooth and glossy, stiffness not be- 
ing desirable. 


SOME NICE DESSERTS. 


Apple Dandies.—Pare five large. tart 
apples, remove cores and fill the cavi- 
ties with quince or grape jelly. Cut 
five squares of bread, remove the crusts 
and place a filled apple on each piece of 
bread. iArrange on an earthen pie- 
plate, sprinkle the apples thickly with 
powdered sugar and etrew over them 
grated cocoanut. Cover closely and bake 
in a moderate oven till tender. Serve 
with whipped cream. 

Jelly Crackere—A dessert 
made. Toast large square crackers, put 
a tablespoonful of jelly or jam on each 
one. Whip scme cream, flavor it with 
vanilla, and pile it over the jelly. These 
are delicious. 

Raked Indian Pudding —One cupfui of 
molasses and five tablespocnfuls of In- 
dian meal to one quart of milk and 
piece of butter the size of an egg. If 
whey is liked, add one cupful of cold 
milk as soon as it begins to cook. Bake 
in a moderate oven. Serve hot witb 
butter or cream. 

Date Rice —Half a cupful of rice 
cooked in one pint of milk until ten- 
der. Add while hot half a cupful of 
dates chopped fine. Mix well aad fill 
small moulds or cups. Serve cold with 
orange sauce made with one and 
one-half cupful of sugar beaten th- 
er, pour oue cupful of boiling water

LICE ON LIVE STOCK. 


In fall, winter and spring, cattle, if 
mot properly cared for and fed well, 
are apt to get lice. However, this 
Parasite is not nearly so common as in 
former years, and it is hoped that all 
breeders take better care of their cat- 
tle than to allow them to become _in- 
fested with them. But it is always 
well enough to be on guard against this 
trouble, and an ounce of prevention is 
worth many pounds of cure. Cattle lice 
breed rapidly. A single infested ani- 
mal, if neglected, will, before spring, 
become literally alive, and by close con- 
tact in the stable and yard is almost 
certain to spread the parasites to the 
whole herd. These parasites are, 
therefore, more apt to give trouble 
during the winter. Lice irritate the 
skin; when animals are found rubbing 
they should be examined at once. If 
lice are found, separate the infested 
animals. Search about the neck and 
shoulders, at the base of the horns, 
around the eyes and nostrils and along 
the back. Separate the hair and ex- 
pose the skin. [If lice are present they 
can generally be detected. <A _ fine- 
toothed comb comld be used searching. 
Infested animals are generally _rest- 
less. When badly infested they lose 
flesh and the coat is staring. Bare 
places from rubbing appear on the 
neck and shoulders. It would be well 
to examine animals when they are put 
into winter quarters and not wait for 
pronounced cases before adopting re- 
medial measures. 

The authorized remedies for lice nat- 
urally divide themselves into four class- 
es, Viz., powders, unctions, liquids and 
fumes. The powders usually employed 
are pyrethrum, ashes or road dust. The 
unctions, mercurial ointment and a 
mixture pf kerosene and lard. The liq- 
uids are decoctions of tobacco, staves- 


acre or the seeds of the common lark- 
spur, solution of carbolic acid soap or 
kerosene emulsion. The fumes are burn- 
ing tobacco, suiphur, or pyrethrum. 
Pyrethrum_ or Persian insect powder 
should be blown into the bair by means 
of a emall pair of hand bellows until 
it is well filled. Ashes could be ap- 
plied in the same way or sifted over 
the animal and rubbed in with the 
hand. Dry, fine road dust can be used, 
and, like ashes, properly acts by stop- 
ping the 3 Saat of the parasites. This 
seems to mature’s remedy, as ani- 
mals wil] throw dirt over themselves 
when they have acceas to it. The unc- 
tions should be epplied about the eyes, 
nostrils, base of horns, upon the neck 
and eboulders and along the back. The 
decoctions are not practical remedies 
during the winter, unless the animals 
are kept in a warm room during treat- 
ment. The liquid remedies are prob- 
ably the best and-shouwld be resorted 


POULTRY NOTES. 

Where poultry is kept in large num- 
bers about 100 to the acre is enough. 

No fowl will fatten rapidiy is lice 
are present. and this is an important 
matter to look after. 

Young green rye may be cut and fed 
in winter, but should be used only mod- 
erately, as it causes bowel! difficulties. 

Get your hens fat, and thereby secure 
aot sales and high price, as the fat 
owl will sell even in an overstocked 
market. 

Very few people become rich by the 
sale of poultry and eggs, but many a 
comfort is purchased with the product 
of the poultry yard that would not be 
enjoyed otherwise. Egg and chicken 
money doves not come in large sums, 
but it comes between meals, as it were, 
and when it is most needed. 

If you have not a warm house for 
your fowls make them one at once. A 
straw or manure. packing will give 
Warmth and comfort; a glass window 
on the south will give light and cheer, 
and that is all a hen wants witb a 
variety of food. 

The best laying hens will generally 
be off in the symmetry of the breed 
she belongs to. They are usually !ong- 
bodied, full behind and comparatively 
thin breasied. They also sacrifice color 
to usefulness, black ones becoming the 
color of a rusty siovepipe, the white 
ones becoming dingy and dirty, and 
parti-colored ones losing the fine mark- 
ings that pertain to their blood and 
lineage. 

The following will effectually cure 
fowls of the bad habit of feather eat- 
ing: Take a piece of wire of the 
thickness of an ordinary bairpin, bind 
it round the top portion of the bill 
near the end, sufficiently tight as not 
to allow it to slip off. This will not 
prevent the bird from eating or drink- 
ing. but will prevent its closing its bill 
sufficiently tight to draw feathers, and 
the bad habit is soon forgotten. 

Not one-half of the young chicks 
hatched on the farms are raised, and 
strange to say, while farmers will al- 


to when possible, especially in bad 
cases. T animals should be wet low a large number of hens to sit and 
with the solution. Care should | bring off good hatches, they find at the 


end of the year that the chicks hatch- 
ed out in the spring are gone, yet they 
are unable to account for the loss. Now, 
the fact is that the family cat gets her 
share, as do hawks and rats. ‘he loss 
by drowning in wet weather, or at the 
drinking-troughs, fram getting their 
bodies wet and chilled, may be safely 
given as causes, also. The use of pro- 
per appliances, such as small coops and 
runs, safety drinking-troughs and pro- 
tection from the etorms, would save a 
large number. 

Horse manure may be made an im- 
portant factor in winter poultry Tais- 
ing. Where it is practicable it is very 
desirable to have several hatches in the 
cold months, giving early broilers and 
pullets to lay in the siack intervals of 
older fowls. The nests of sitting hens 
may be kept comfortable im the cold- 
est weather by a foundation and liberal 
banking of manure. | When the little 
chicks come they should have an apart- 
ment partitioned off from the rest, a 
few feet square, to allow them a lit- 
tle run. If this floor space is packed 
in the same manner as a mushroom 
bed, the tender little feet will keep 
warm, and they can ecratch and dust 
to their hearts’ content.

an earthquake occurring in any portion 
of the earth could be recorded im any 
ober part by means of suitable in- 
struments. He showed diagrams of 
earthquakes recorded in England which 
had originated in Japan The motion 
came from Japam to Engiand in 16 
Minutes. and therefore in all prebabil- 
ity traveled through the earth rather 
than around its surface This high velo- 
city with which motién was propagat- 
ed indicated that the earth had a high-

PLANTING STRAWBERRIES. 


In preparing ground for the garden 
carefully consider the condition of the 
soil and the needs of the plant. 

Fertility is plant food and the soil 
must contain nitrogen, potash, phos- 
phate, humus, and moisture in liberal 
quantities to fully supply the needs of 
the plant. 

Good barnyard manure. worked into 
the soil, and wood ashes applied as a 
top dressing will supply these needs. 

Not only must the soil contain these 
food elements, but they must be thor- 
oughly mixed and incorporated in the 
soil to become available as plant food. 
Therefore, let the ground be heavily 
manured and every square inch, for a 
foot in depth, well pulverized. 

The surface should be smooth and 
even and if soil is very loose and light 
rell the ground to make it firm and 
compact. 

Moisture is the chief element in 
obth plant and fruit. and is hardest 
to supply at the time and in the man- 
ber ed. 

A deep, rich, pulverized soil retains 
spring and summer rains, and acts as 
a reservoir for this surplus moisture. 
until required by the plant in forming 
pew roots, leaves and fruits. 

_Compensation is the law of the soil. 
Feed and cultivate if you would have 
large products. 

A plant isa huge feeder and a hard 
drinker. _ 

Every little fine rootlet is a con- 
stant sucker, severely taxing even the 
best prepared soil for its sustenance, 
while in poorly prepared soil it literal- 
ly_starves to death. 

Tt has an anima! nature, requiring 
food and drink as we do It is almost 
human in its appreciation of good care 
or neglect. Treat plants and animals 
bumanely and they will humanize you 

A fruit plant with roots exposed to 
sun and wind wil! die as soon as a fish 
out of water.

LARGE INCREASE IN ASSETS. 


The annual meeting of the Confed- 
eration Life Association was held at 
the head office of the Company, Yonge. 
Richmond and Victoria streets, Toron- 
to, on Tuesday, the 16th inst., at the 
hour of 2 p.m. 

There was a large attendance of pol- 
icyholders, shareholders and members 
of the agency staff. 

On motion,the Hon. Sir W.P. How- 
land, C.B., K.C.M.G., was called tothe 
chair, and Mr. J. K. Macdonald, Man- 
aging Director, was appointed Secre- 
tary of the meeting. 

The report and financial statements 
relating to the business of the Associa- 
tion for the year 1896 were submitted 
as follows :— 


REPORT. 


The Directors are pleased to meet the 
policyholders and shareholders in the 
twenty-fifth annual meeting, and to 
oe them the report for the year 


It is scarcely necessary to say that 
the year was one of continued and 
widespread depression, causing an ac- 
centuation of the financial stringency 
which has existed for some years past 
and rendering it difficult to obtain a 
large volume of new business by legit- 
imate means. Your Directors, how- 
ever, have not been tempted to depart 
fram the policy which has marked the 
past management. It will, therefore, be 
all the more pleasing to note the large 
amount of new business secured, as 
well as the gratifying indications of 
progress which a persual of the state- 
ments will afford, the more so that 
this has been dome with a decreased 
ratio of expenses to income. 


Including a few deferred cases at the 
close of 1#95, we have had 2,058 appli- 
cations for assurances amounting to 
$3,286,996; of these 1,952 for $3,111,046 
were approved and 106 for $175,950 were 
declined. Including bonus additions, 
the total new business written for 1896 
was 1,951 policies for $3,131,995. ‘The 
total business on the books on Decem- 
ber 31 was 18,253 policies for $27,560,423 
on 15,978 lives. 

The claims by death, while less in 
number than in the previous year, 
called foralarger amount, as it hap- 
pened that several large policies be- 
came claims. There were ninety-nine 
deaths, calling for $223,487 under 114 

licies. Of these nine deaths, calling 
or $41,000, were accidental. There were 
reassurances to the amount of $23,328 
which reduced the net claims to 
$200,159. The foregoing will show that 
the Directors continue to exercise the 

reatest care in admitting only good 
ives. 

The usual financial statements ac- 
company the report, and will be found 
to exhibit the condition of the associa- 
tion at the close of the year. 

The Auditors have continued to give 
strict attention tothe duties of their 
department, making their audit from 
month to month as formeriy. Their 
report will be found appended to the 
financial statements.
